Failure to Enforce the City Ordinance 
in the Case of the Henning & Speed 
Building, Where Four Fatalities 
Resulted from Fire, Causes Surren- 

der of Official to Sheriff—Mayor Dis- 
misses Matter with Suspension—Ac- 
cused Will Resort to Habeas Corpus 


Michael J. -Rayspis, 
Fire Escape Inspector, 
jury found guilty of great criminal negii- 
gence in not enforcing the city ordinance in 
the case of the Henning & Speed Building, 
2 Sheriff yesterday 
afternoon and placed in the County Jail. By 
another week he would have completed his 
‘thirty days’ suspension by the Mayor and 
would have been reinstated in the City Build - 
ing department. . 

A jury under Coroner Weckler recom- 
mended in a verdict given on Friday in the 
inquest over the victims in the Dearborn 
street fire that Rayspis be held to the grand 
jury for criminal negligence. He was accom- 
panied to the Criminal Court Building by his 
attorney. The question of bonds was dis- 
cussed with the State's Attorney, but no 
definite amount was agreed upon. Habeas 
corpus proceedings will be begun before 
Judge Chetlain for the release of the in- 
_spector. He and his attorney expressed their 
confidence that a charge of criminal neg- 
—lgence could not be established against him. 
The charge of criminal negligence will 
not lie against Rayspis, said his attorney, 
C. R. Jandus. He will be acquitted if the

COMPLETION OF BOULEVARD SYSTEM. 

The opening of the Diversey avenue 
bridge on Sunday marked the practical com- 
pletion of the greatest boulevard system 
in the world. It is now possible to start in 
almost any part of the ¢ity and drive over 
splendid roads and through beautiful parks 
around a circuit covering more than thirty 
miles. It i true that the streets for some 
two miles of this distance are not yet fully 
improved, but this has been almost impossi- 
ble up to the present time owing to the work 
in progress on the drainage channel. It is 
to be hoped, as it is expected, that the short 
hiatus will shortly be Glled. It is also com- 
plained that portions of the driveways, nota- 
bly the great Lake Shore drive, have been 
neglected aud ate badly run down. The 
fact remains, however, that the splendid 
stretch of ‘thirty miles of unbroken boule- 
vard is open to the public, and it is reasona- 
ble to suppose that the necessary improve- 
ments will soon be made. 

There is perhaps no better index to the 


progress and public spirit of a city than the 


extent and condition of its parks and boule- 
vards. They are the play and pleasure 


grounds of the people, the one great luxury 


which is open to the enjoyment of all. 
Therefore Chicago deserves to be congrat- 
ulated upon the practical completion of what 
ig really a great enterprise, The magnitude 
of the work already done will be better ap- 
preciated when it is remembered that not 
until 1864 was any effort made for the estab- 
lishment of parks or boulevards in Chicago. 
In that year Lincoln Park, the firet park 
in Chicago, was formally set aside for the 
purpose of a public pleasure ground, Not 
until five years later was the park put under 
the control’ of 4 commission appointed by 
the Governor of the State. In 1800 also 
the first effort was made towards the crea- 
tion of a park system on the South and West 
Sides, This work was interrupted by the 
great fire and again by the panie of 1878, 
so it may almost be said that the present 


park and boulevard system of Chicago is 


the work of less than thirty years. 

The fact that the city 18 fully alive to the 
importance of the subject is further shown 
by the present movement for the establish- 
ment of small parks in the more congested 


parts of the city. These, when completed, 


will make the park system practically com- 
plete, though there is still room and reason 
for more large parks in what are now the 
suburbs of the Constantly growing city.

In other 
words, the patty who violated the law is 
merely censured, while the party who failed 
to prosecute for ‘that violation is held to 
the grand jury. 
Furthermore, the person chiefly responst- 
ble, apart from the owners, for the lack of 
fire esenpes on the Henning and Speed 
building was not referred to in the verdict. 
That person is the head of the Building de- 
partment. He determines the policy of that 
department, and that polley is to leave the 
fire escape ordinance unenforced. He 
therefore, rather than any or all of his 
subordinates, must be held accountable for 
the lack of fire escapes in individual cases 
as well as generally in the city. One of 
the objects of our system of heads of de- 
partments is to enable responsibility to be 
definitely located, and there is no reason 


case. 
Moreover, the second part of this verdict 
is as remarkable as the first part. Its chief 
feature is its “ censure” of the city au- 
thorities.” for allowing the presence in the 
building mentioned of materials which 
caused an explosion and so occasioned the 
death of the three other women.

WILLIAM SPRITE DIES 


FORMER CHESS CHAMPION 


PIRES IN HOSPITAL. 


World's Greatest Player Makes the 


Game His Profession for Nearly For- 
ty Years, Holding the Championship 
for Twenty-eight of Them—His De- 
feat by Lasker in 1894 Brings On a 
‘Decline and Gradual Fatling of 
Mental Powers, EnGing in Asylum. 


New York, Aug. Announcement has 


just been made of the death on Sunday, at 


the Manhattan State Hospital of this city, of 
William St tz, the nee chess player. 


William Steinitz was born in Prague, Bo- 
hemia, May 17, 1886. He received his early 
education in the schools of his native city 
and finished his studies at the Polytechnic 
Institute in Vienna. While a student at the 
institute he became proficient as a chess 


player and soon began to attract the atten- 


tion of the chess masters of the world. 

Since 1862 he has made chess playing his 
profession and for years he has won all his 
single handed matches against famous play- 
ers. In 1866 he won the championship of the world 
by his victory over Anderssen, and successfully 
defended it at the great tournament in London in 
1872. At the Vienna exhibition in 1872 he tied for 
first prizn and in the following year at Vienna won 
the Emperor’s prise of 2,000 guilders. His title 
of champion he defended with unvarying success 
— as comers until 1804, when he was de-
